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Paramilitary firearms are targeted 
by the anti-gun forces. . . 


ERE in California, there is al¬ 
ways at least one bill proposed 
to ban or severely restrict firearms in 
every session of the state Legislature. 

The latest session of the Legislature 
is no exception. Even before it began, 
state Senate President Pro Tbm David 
A. Roberti of Los Angeles was calling 
for legislation that would outlaw the 
sale of semiautomatic military wea¬ 
pons in California. These are “weapons 
favored by street gangs,” declared the 
Los Angeles Times. 

Of course the anti-gun L.A. Times 
made no mention of the fact that thou¬ 
sands and thousands of law-abiding 
California citizens also purchase and 
possess these fearsome paramilitary 
semiautomatic firearms as well as the 
Los Angeles street gangs. 

“We must go after the gangs’ in¬ 
struments of death, the semiautoma¬ 
tic weapons,” Roberti said at a press 
conference where he proposed the 
legislation. 

Details of the legislation were still 
being drafted at the time of the press 
conference but Roberti said it would 
be directed at banning over-the-counter 
sales of such firearms as Uzis, AK-47s 
and other paramilitary weapons. 

While I’m certainly in favor of efforts 
to keep weapons like these out of the 
hands of gangs and other criminals, 
I don’t want to see my rights and those 
of other law-abiding citizens to legally 
own and use military semiautomatic 
firearms infringed—particularly if such 
legislation doesn’t prevent criminals 
from obtaining these guns. I doubt it 
will keep these weapons away from the 
gangs. 

The anti-gun forces do have a point 
when they note that there is currently 
no waiting period required under Cali¬ 
fornia law for the purchase of rifles 
and shotguns, as there is for handguns. 
This allows felons who cannot legally 
own such weapons to lie on their appli¬ 
cation to purchase form and illegally 
obtain a semiautomatic Uzi, AR-15 or 
other assault rifle before authorities 
can run a background check on them. 
There ought to be some way of pre¬ 


venting a felon from purchasing a 
gun simply because he lied about his 
background. 

I’m not a fan of firearm purchase 
waiting periods but I could live with 
a waiting period for long guns as well 
as handguns if that would help pre¬ 
vent criminals from getting assault 
rifles and other firearms. 

I have my doubts that it ultimately 
will, since most of these weapons are 
obtained and used illegally anyway, but 
the anti-gun forces are always cam¬ 
paigning for more restrictions on the 
sale and possession of firearms as a 
cure-all solution to the problem. 

Interestingly, a recent crime report 
shows that there were 10 percent less 
homicides in Los Angeles County this 
year than last but gang killings were 
up by 18 percent. Obviously, the over¬ 
whelming majority of those L.A. Coun¬ 
ty residents who legally purchase and 
possess paramilitary weapons are not 
using them to kill people. Killing peo¬ 
ple is supposed to be these weapons’ 
“fundamental purpose,” according to 
the anti-gunners. 

You see or hear that sentiment cons¬ 
tantly repeated by the gun ban advo¬ 
cates, their main contention being that 
people don’t kill people, guns kill 
people. 

There is a powerful propaganda war 
being waged by the anti-gun forces^with 
the aid of our liberal-dominated and 
hence anti-gun media to promote the 
idea that most if not all firearms are 
somehow inherently evil and that they 
must be banned or otherwise severely 
restricted to save lives and protect the 
innocent. “Innocents are being killed,” 
declared Senator Roberti in announc¬ 
ing his paramilitary firearm ban bill. 

The issue is not that simple. But 
unless those of us who be lieve in the 
rights of law-abiding citizens to pos¬ 
sess and use firearms speak out and 
make our views known, and, most im¬ 
portant of all, vote, we may become 
innocent victims ourselves, victims of 
the powerful prejudices and propa¬ 
ganda of the anti-gun movement — 
Jim Benson.

‘Terrorists’ attack petroleum reserve pipeline, 
greenhouse effect studies increase fears of more 
droughts, large NYC quake held likely. . . 


T ERRORISTS” recently carried 
out a co-ordinated attack against 
four U.S. Strategic Petroleum Reserve 
(SPR), sites in Louisiana and Tfexas. The 
attacks damaged or destroyed equip¬ 
ment necessary for the recovery of the 
550 million barrel, underground oil 
reserve. 

Fortunately the “terrorists” were 
part of a U.S. Army Special Forces 
(Green Berets) “black hat” team, whose 
mission is to test security at instal¬ 
lations vital to U.S. national security. 
In the past other such mock attacks 
have been carried out against targets 
ranging from nuclear power plants to 
nuclear weapon storage depots. 

In the “attack” against the SPR sites 
11 members of the black hat team were 
able to virtually cripple the nation’s 
ability to utilize the oil held in its 
SPR. The team used blueprints of the 
SPR’s 240 miles of pipeline to plan 
their attacks so as to create the max¬ 
imum disruption possible. The blue¬ 
prints were obtained from a library. 
The team was also able to “recruit local 
dissidents to assist them in attacking 
the SPR facilities,” according to a 
government spokesman. 

The SPR was created by Congress 
in 1975 in response to the Arab oil 
embargo against the U.S. in the early 
1970s. The SPR consists of five under¬ 
ground storage sites which currently 
hold some $18 billion worth of oil. The 
SPR was intended to insure that the 
U.S. has on hand enough oil to keep 
vital operations going in the event of 
another oil embargo or military crisis. 

In response to the mock attack the 
Department of Energy which oversees 
the SPR program, has begun an up¬ 
grade of the security at its SPR in¬ 
stallations. 

Greenhouse Effect Predictions — 

Using ever more sophisticated com¬ 
puter modeling techniques, researchers 
are becoming increasingly alarmed 
about the long-term effects of the global 
warming trend known as the “green¬ 
house effect” 

At the Second North American 
Conference on Preparing for Climate 
Change, sponsored by the Climate 


Institute, new computer studies were 
presented which indicate that the 
chances of summer droughts in the low 
and middle latitudes, which in the 
1950s were about 1 in 20 (per year) 
will by the year 2030 have increased 
to 1 in 3. 

Also predicted as a result of the 
greenhouse effect, is an increase in 
both the number and severity of trop¬ 
ical storms and hurricanes. Since one 
of the results of the higher temper¬ 
atures produced by the greenhouse 
effect is an increase in the rate of ocean 
evaporation which in turn increases 
atmospheric activity, scientists now 
predict that we could see hurricanes 
with wind speeds in excess of 225 miles 
per hour. 

Shaking The Big Apple — “This is, 
in some ways, a very timely warning 
of what can happen” These are the 
words used by Dr. David Simpson, a 
senior research scientist at the Colum¬ 
bia University Lamont-Doherty Geo¬ 
logical Observatory. He was speaking 
about the possibility of a major East 
Coast earthquake, just one day after 
a magnitude 6.0 earthquake shook 
many New York City buildings and the 
residents within, the quake was cen¬ 
tered 600 miles north of New York City 
in the Province of Quebec, Canada. 

An earthquake of magnitude 6.0 
occures on average every 30 to 50 years 
in northeastern North America accord¬ 
ing to seismologists. Should such a 
quake occur along the densely popu¬ 
lated northeast corridor the extent of 
the damage could be severe. “Cert ainly, 
older buildings, especially brick and 
frame structures, could be destroyed. 
Many of the lifelines — water mains, 
gas mains, electrical communications 
— would be disrupted,” says Dr. 
Simpson. 

He sees the need to prepare now for 
the possibility of a major East Coast 
earthquake. “We should certainly be 
doing something about it. . . (We) 
should be looking carefully at engineer¬ 
ing construction practices in the North¬ 
east. We should be working with dis¬ 
aster relief agencies to make sure they 
are prepared” •

Arctic Survival 


The Eskimos survived through ingenuity. . .

C ANADA’S Eskimos are said to 
have an average IQ of 110, com¬ 
pared with a norm of 100, maybe 
because, over the centuries, only the 
smart survived. 

Their testing ground was North 
America’s desolate, rocky, icy Arctic 
desert, called the barrenlands, where 
perpetual winds and winter temper¬ 
atures of minus 50 to 65 degrees F. 
mean a windchill factor of 160 below 
zero. Summer is treeless, shelterless 
and miserable, plagued with hordes of 
mosquitos and black flies. The Eskimo’s 
idea of hell. 

There, at Chesterfield Inlet, 1,500 
miles north of Winnipeg, Manitoba, I 
worked in a remote radio/weather sta¬ 
tion on the northwest coast of Hud¬ 
son’s Bay. As any atlas will show, it 
is beyond the tree-line where wood is 
scarce and precious. So the Eskimos 
had learned to subsist mainly on 
animals and their by-products using 
their hides, sinews, and bones to make 
clothes, implements and weapons. Even 
in the 1950s and early 1960s the only 
steel they used was for the women’s 
knives or Oolos, sewing needles, and 
the men’s snowknives. Unlike har¬ 
poons, rifles work only as long as you 
have ammunition, and fur trade stores 
are 300 miles apart. 

The Eskimos survived through in¬ 
genuity, self sefficiency and the inter¬ 
dependence of husband and wife. He 
hunted for meat and skins and made 
his own implements; the woman sewed 
the skins into clothes, boots and mitts 
so the man could hunt. 

During my two-year term at the Arc¬ 
tic radio station, I learned a few sur¬ 
vival techniques that anyone can apply 
in the winter season. 

You learn that the real necessities 
for survival are shelter, weapons for 
hunting, food, and fire in that order. 
Shelter while hunting was still the 
ubiquitous build it, use it, and leave 


it, overnight igloo, built of snow blocks 
in less than half an hour. When settl¬ 
ing in an area for a week or so, a 
larger multi-room igloy would be built 
that would take two families an hour 
or so to complete. 

Normally an igloo can not be heated 
above 29 degrees F. without it starting 
to melt,, ice over inside, and lose its 
insulative powers. A large igloo was 
sometimes insulated when it was to be 
used for a few weeks, and when cari¬ 
bou skins were plentiful. To do this, 
hides were pinned, hair outward, to 
the inside of the igloo, using thongs 
pushed out through the snowblock wall, 
and toggles used as fasteners. 

Fire was not necessary for cooking. 
Uisquemow is the Indian word for raw 
meat eaters, and the Eskimos relish 


meat and fish “raw” (in winter it’s 
mostly quick frozen) and so get the 
vitamins. The Franklin expedition 
perished in part because they wouldn't 
eat raw meat! But a tiny fire will dry 
skin clothes, and make an igloo warm 
enough to be able to take off one layer 
of clothing. 

When you are many miles from the 
fur trade post with no matches or 
lighter it’s back to the primitive com¬ 
bination of friction and tinder. They 
used the age-old and simple method: 
a small bow with a loose thong for a 
string, and three small pieces of wood 
— a pencil-sized fire stick, a holder to 
apply downward pressure to the fire 
stick without burning your hand and 
a base piece with a little hollow into 
which a tiny amount of tinder (usually 
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bone-dry sphagnum moss) was placed 
to start the flame. You wrap the bow 
string two or three times around the 
fire stick, saw it back and forth, turn¬ 
ing the fire stick rapidly to generate 
the heat to ignite the moss. 

The tiny bits of smoldering moss 
were then transferred to the edge of 
the half-moon shaped seal oil lamp or 
kudlik that served to heat the igloo, 
and nursed into flame. Carefully tend¬ 
ed, and kept tiny so as not to smoke 
up the igloo, the flames could dry skin 
clothes on a rack, and even (it takes 
a long time) cook an Oyok (stew). 
An Eskimo woman had to be a skillful 
flame tender as well as a good seam¬ 
stress. 

Dangerous Sun — lb hunt in the Arc¬ 
tic’s bright sun and pure reflective 
snows of early spring you must avoid 
snow blindness. Without sunglasses, 
you can soon go snowblind. It js pain¬ 
ful, disabling and, in these regions 
where polar bears abound, deadly. 

My first seal hunting trip taught me 
a valuable lesson. I went with a group 
of coastal Eskimos out on the Hudson 
Bay ice. My “guide,” Nouvuk, an Es¬ 
kimo who did odd jobs at the radio sta¬ 
tion, was very angry when he found 
I had forgotten my sunglasses. He 
stopped the dog team, set the sled on 
its side as a shelter from the wind, lit 
a candle and, with the flame, sooted 
the metal end of his harpoon shaft. He 
then took the soot and rubbed it round 
my eyes. Since I have deep-set eyes this 
got me through the day with lots of 
squinting. I never made the same mis¬ 
take again. 

The Eskimos made their own “sun¬ 
glasses” from wood or bone. But in an 
emergency even a piece of thin card 
such as a cigarette pack will do. Open 
it up. With a knife make two eye slits. 
Pierce holes and use a string or thong 


to keep them in place. 

Warm emergency foot wear or ‘ ‘socks” 
can be made from rabbit skins or duck 
skins by pulling the skin off as whole 
as possible. If you need it right away, 
just turn it fur (or feather) side in and 
wear it as a slipper or a legging. If 
you have time, scrape the skin, and 
pack it with dried grass or other ma¬ 
terial to stretch and dry it. The Es¬ 
kimos used eider duck skins, complete 
with down and feathers, as liners for 
sealskin boots. Simple emergency mitts 
can also be made by this method. 

A real treasure for Eskimo hunters 
was a small 30-power telescope. Small, 
light, and easy to carry, it is worth 
its weight in full stomachs! Great for 
spotting polar bears, or seals sunning 
on the sea ice. Because there was no 
cover, once you spotted a seal you 
needed a way to sneak up on it. One 
way was to lie on your stomach on a 
tiny sled and imitate a seal. Keeping 
arms along your side, pushing with 
your toes to move forward gradually, 
and raising your head and trunk (like 
a seal) from time to time. Some Es¬ 
kimos even imitate seals’ barks as part 
of the deception. 

An easier way was to make a move- 
able blind of a piece of bleached-white 
hide, or canvas, stretched over two 
crossed wands. A small hole was made 
in the center to see through and shoot 
through. The blind was held in front 
of the crouching hunter as he edged 
close enough to make a killing shot. 
A wounded seal would escape down the 
hole in the ice and be lost, a no-no in 
survival terms. 

When no rifle was available, a har¬ 
poon, time and ingenuity on the sea 
ice could still bring food. First a sled 
dog (huskies) would sniff out the seal’s 
breathing hole hidden beneath the thin 
crust of snow. The Eskimo would then 
use a slender rod to confirm that the

hole was there, gently scrape a small 
hollow over the tiny hole left bjr the 
rod and put a piece of eiderdown on 
the hole. 

He would then settle into a half¬ 
standing crouch position, elbows braced 
on knees, harpoon at the ready, and 
be totally silent and motionless. A seal 
can stay under water for 20 or 30 
minutes at a time, and may have more 
than one breathing hole in the ice. So 
patience and total concentration is a 
necessity. As the seal rises in the hole, 
the air is pushed up, the feather lifts, 
and DOWN slashes the Eskimo’s har¬ 
poon. Then he enlarges the hole enough 
to pull the seal out onto the ice using 
the sealskin line that served as the 
harpoon “rope.” The dogs help pull up 
the big ones. 

Eskimos use sealskin, to make 
waterproof boots and summer pants, 
or cut it into long thin strips for dog 
harness, and harpoon lines. They also 
weave it into dog whips, and use it for 
lashing cross pieces to sled runners. 

Long wooden sleds or komatiks are 
the Eskimos’ main winter mode of 
transportation. Caught without wood,

they have made a sled from fish. The 
6- to 8-pound Ikaloo (Arctic Char), hard 
frozen, were laid head to tail, and 
wrapped in wet skins or canvas which 
froze into a runner shape bent slightly 
upwards at the front. The sled’s cross 
bars were made the same way and tied 
into palce with sealskin lines. The run¬ 
ning surface was made by digging up 
earth, heating it into mud with some 
snow water, and then molding it onto 
the runners. 

The frozen, smoothed mud in turn 
was then coated with layer after layer 
of ice, by melting snow, taking mouth 
fuls of water from the melt-pot, spray¬ 
ing it onto a polarbearskin mit, and 
rubbing it onto the runner. The 
advantage of this sled was that if you 
ran out of food you could eat it. To keep 
the dogs from eating it overnight it 
was stored on top of the igloo. 

Living Off Land, Sea — Two differ¬ 
ent types of Eskimos lived in that area, 
the seelamut (sea people) and the 
noonamut or land people. The see- 
lamuts used single-man kayaks, or 
family oomiaks. These had wood or

whalebone frames covered with seal¬ 
skins sewn together. In summer this 
was the preferred method of travel — 
no mosquitos! For food they harpooned 
seals or walrus. 

Their hunting harpoons had a float- 
free shaft. An inflated sealskin float 
attached to the line to tire the animals 
which were finished off with a short 
killing harpoon. Even when ammu¬ 
nition was plentiful, the animals were 
harpooned first so that, when they were 
shot, they would not sink and be lost. 
The thick layers of fat or blubber of 
the walrus and seals were rendered 
down in sealskin bags to make cook¬ 
ing oil. The seal livers, a delicacy, are 
rich in vitamin A. 

The noonamut hunted caribou, on 
land in winter, and often by kayak in 
the lakes in summer catching the 
migrating caribou (tuktu) when they 
were swimming across. The caribou are 
strong swimmers but cannot outpace 
an Eskimo in a kayak. The lesson here 
is that you can kill even a moose with 
a hunting knife — if he’s swimming! 

The noonamut also fished through 
the lake ice in early winter ? but got 
most of their summer fish for drying 
by spearing them in stone-built fish- 
weir traps during the spawing run in 
summer. Though the Eskimos gorged 


themselves at the time, many fish were 
cleaned and laid out on the rocks in 
the sun of the long Arctic days to dry 
for later consumption. 

The fish spear or kuggevuk, used for 
ice fishing in early winter before the 
ice becomes too thick, was pure Eskimo 
ingenuity. The kuggevuk has two 


springy bone sides, each of which ended 
in a backward-inward facing tooth. In 
the middle, protruding from the for¬ 
ward end of the shaft, was a bone or 
ivory spike about 2 to 3 inches long. 
The fish were attracted to the hole in 
the ice by a little hookless bone or ivory 
jigger. When the kuggevuk hit, the

tines slipped around the fish and 
hooked in; the central spike penetrated 
or severed the spinal cord. If you hit 
the fish, it is yours! 

The Eskimo was able to live in rela¬ 
tive comfort in sub zero temperatures 
because of the design of their light¬ 
weight, highly insulative clothing. 

The winter parkas and knee pants 
were made of scraped but uncured 
caribou skins. Two complete suits were 
worn. One next to the body, hair in; 
the other on top, hair out. Perspiration 
was controlled by permitting a flow¬ 
through of air from below, exiting at 
the face. This was done by tightening 
or loosening the drawstring around the 
koolitak (parka) hood’s face opening. 
Sweating is dangerous because the 
clothing becomes wet, loses its protec¬ 
tive insulating powers, then freezes. 
If it freezes, you die. 

Caribou skin boots had extra soles 
sewn on, skin-side out and made knee 
high to meet the overlapping below- 
the-knee length caribou pants. Boot- 
soles wore out quickly and needed fre¬ 
quent replacement. The pants, with no 
fly, were held up with a drawstring and 
toggle. 

The caribou skin sleeping bags were 
also double: the inside one with hair 
facing inward; the outside one, hair out. 
To keep the bags dry, frost that formed 
on the hair from your breath overnight 
was beaten off in the morning with 
a short stick. The “groundsheet” was 
a polar bear skin laid (waterproof) hair 
side down on the igloo’s snow sleeping 
bench to protect the untanned caribou 
skins from any snow melt. 

From these experiences I learned a 
new respect for cold weather. Now my 
car trunk carries a winter survival kit. 
For shelter, a sleeping bag and ground- 
sheet; for food, three beef jerky, three 
chocolate coated granola bars (you can 
drink snow); for fire, waterproof 
matches, butane lighter, candles, 
hiker’s mini-stove, thermo solid fuel; 
for light a small hurricane lantern, pint 
of fuel. For the car: 1-gal. gas; 1-gal. 
methyl alcohol (gasoline antifreeze or 
emergency “gasoline” — your engine 
can burn it if you keep the choke % 
out); first aid kit; 3 road flares; 6 marine 
flares with gun; milk carton of sand; 
folding shovel; 50-foot nylon rope. It all 
fits into a box 14 x 18 x 12 inches deep. 
Unlike car insurance, it’ll ensure sur¬ 
vival. •

esearch today in modern light¬ 
ing technology is providing us 
with some unique advances and alter¬ 
natives to the common light bulb. Sur- 
vivalists are finding a wider and wider 
assortment of devices that can be used 
in emergency and tactical situations. 
Many of these lighting devices can be 
stored for long periods of time and 


take up little space. 

Cyalume lightsticks have found a 
variety of uses in military, police and 
firefighting applications. Lightsticks, 
when sealed in their airtight foil wrap¬ 
per, can be stored for over four years. 
The plastic tube contains two chemicals 
that when mixed give off a bright glow. 
As a person bends the lightstick a 


glass ampule breaks inside containing 
a chemical activator (peroxide). This 
mixes with a chemical that contains 
a fluorescent compound which deter¬ 
mines the color of the lightstick. LTltra 
high-intensity lightsticks contain a 
catalyst that promotes a faster reac¬ 
tion and a brighter light. 

Lightsticks are waterproof, buoyant, 
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lightweight, non-toxic and provide a 
durable source of cool fluorescent light¬ 
ing. With no bulbs, batteries, sparks 
or flame, they are useful around haz¬ 
ardous materials and flammable chem 
icals. Scuba divers use them for under¬ 
water marking. Sea kayakers and back¬ 
packers put them on their helmets or 
hats for night identification. 

We found the ultra-high intensity 
lightsticks to be a very bright orange, 
sufficient for map reading and night 
signaling. Anti-terrorist units in Israel 
have invented a device called the Light 
Grenade that uses five ultra high- 
intensity or infra-red Cyalume light- 
sticks for storming rooms held by ter¬ 
rorists. Shomer-Tbc has these devices 
available along with an assortment of 
lightsticks. Infrared lightsticks can 
be sold to police or military personnel 
only. 

Another self-contained light system

Reducing our 
vulnerability to 
C/B attacks. . .

“/TlHERE are means that win the 

A[ easiest victory over reason — 
terror and force.” — Adolf Hitler, Mein 
Kampf 

As we move into the 1990s, the 
words of Adolf Hitler may yet again 
prove prophetic. 

Just as Hitler used terror in the 
1930s to achieve his evil ends, modern 
terrorists are poised to begin a new 
wave of terror using weapons the likes

Most terrorist attacks have been 
conducted with high explosives, 
such as this car bomb attack on 
the U.S. Embassy in Beirut. 
Should terrorists resort to 
chemical/biological weapons in 
the future, death tolls could 
number in the thousands for a 
single incident (U.S. Army). 
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of which Hitler could only have ima¬ 
gined. No longer are weapons of mass 
destruction confined only to the 
arsenals of the industrialized nations. 

While nuclear weapons may soon be 
within the grasp of terrorist groups, 
chemical and biological weapons are 
available to these groups today. Ex¬ 
perts on international terrorism agree 
that the question is no longer one of 
if these groups will resort to these 
weapons, but rather one of when they 
will do so. 

In the first part of this article we 
examined how a terrorist group might 
obtain chemical or biological (C/B) 
weapons and the suitability of these 
weapons to terrorist actions. Now let 
us look at the type of terrorist likely 
to consider using C/B weapons, his pos¬ 
sible targets and goals, and what can 
be done to reduce our vulnerability to 
this new threat. 

Consider the following four incidents. 

In 1984 a still classified incident 
took place in Israel. The security at 
an Israeli military installation was 
breached by terrorists who contami¬ 
nated a mess hall coffee urn with car- 
bomate — a chemical nerve agent. No 
information has been publicly released 
concerning either casualties or sus¬ 
pects, but it is assumed by the intel¬ 
ligence community that the PLO or 
a splinter group was responsible. 

There is an island off the coast of 
Scotland called Grunard. During the 
Second World War Grunard was used 
by the Allies to test anthrax bombs. 
Since anthrax bacterium form spores 
which can remain deadly for decades, 
Grunard island is today, and will re¬ 
main for the next 50 to 100 years, com¬ 
pletely uninhabitable. Placed around 
the island at 400-meter intervals are 
government signs warning that the 
entire island is contaminated, and that 
landing is prohibited. 

In 1981 British anti-war protesters 
claimed that they had landed on Gru¬ 
nard and removed quantities of antrax- 
contaminated soil. They further claim¬ 
ed, as a means of protesting British 
C/B warfare research, to have scattered 
the contaminated soil on the grounds 
of Port on Down, the center for British 
C/B warfare activities. No cases of 
anthrax have been reported, and the 
probability is that the protesters never 
really went to Grunard — but they 
(or anyone else) could have. 

In 1976 2.2 pounds of a substance 
very similar to the nerve agent Sarin, 
known as GB by the military, was pri¬ 
vately produced by a chemist in Aus¬ 
tria. It was eventually offered for sale

by the chemist, in the criminal under¬ 
grounds of Austria and Germany. Ask¬ 
ing price: less than $10,000. 

Finally, in 1984, several people in 
the U.S. died as a result of taking poi¬ 
soned Tylenol capsules. To date, no 
arrests have been made, and the moti¬ 
vation of the person responsible has 
never been ascertained. 

What these incidents share in com¬ 
mon is the use or threatened use of 
chemical or biological agents by ter¬ 
rorists. What separates them from each 
other is the motivation of the indivi¬ 
dual or group responsible for the inci¬ 
dent. Knowing what motivates a ter¬ 
rorist is important because such know¬ 
ledge will aid in understanding both 
the long-term goals of the terrorist 
and the tactics he chooses to use. 

The first incident illustrates the 
actions of the “nationalistic” terrorist. 


This type of terrorist often sees him¬ 
self as a “patriot,” struggling to free 
his people from oppression. Usually his 
goal is something concrete such as the 
creation of a nation-state for his peo¬ 
ple. The IRA, PLO, and Basque separ¬ 
atists illustrate this catagory of 
terrorist. 

Terrorists of this type are somewhat 
limited in their actions because the 
people they supposedly fight for form 
an identifiable group, a group against 
which retaliation can be taken should 
the terrorist go too far in his actions. 
For example, it is quite easy to con¬ 
ceive of the PLO using chemical wea¬ 
pons to kill all the occupants of an of¬ 
fice building in New York or London. 
It is far less credible that the PLO 
would launch a chemical or biological 
attack designed to wipe out the cities 
of New York or London. In such a case 
the retaliation would in all probability 
be on such a scale as to outweigh any 
conceivable benefits from that type of 
an attack. The nationalistic terrorist 
seeks concrete, real gains, which he 
and his people cannot enjoy if killed 
in reprisals. 

The second incident illustrates a 
completely different, and perhaps the 
most dangerous, type of terrorist. Here 
we see a fanatic who is motivated by 
idealism, religious fanaticism, or some 
other all-consuming passion. In the 
name of stopping chemical and biolo¬ 
gical arms research, the group in the 
second incident was more than willing 
to risk unleashing an epidemic on their 
own countrymen. Like the Islamic 
Jihad fanatic who willingly blows him¬ 
self up in a car bomb attack, this 
type of terrorist, should he obtain chem¬ 
ical or biological weapons, would be 
most likely to use them against 
an entire city. As illustrated by 
the second incident, he would be 
willing to use such weapons even

against his own people. 

The difference between the first two 
types of terrorists is perhaps best illus¬ 
trated by the fact that the IRA or PLO 
terrorist almost always plans his at¬ 
tacks in such a way that he will be 
able to escape. On the other hand, the 
fanatic, like the Japanese Kamikaze 
pilots during World War II, plans and 
intends to die in carrying out his 
mission. For this reason he is much 
more dangerous than the nationalistic 
terrorist. 

The other catagories of terrorists who 
might resort to the use of chemical or 
biological weapons are the common 
criminal, and the crazy, illustrated by 
the last two incidents above. 

Fortunately neither the crazy nor the 
criminal is likely to have the ability 
to obtain the quantities of chemical or 
biological agents which could be threat¬ 
ening to the nation as a whole. 

The use of such substances by the 
criminal is most likely to come in the 
form of extortion aimed at a corpora¬ 
tion or municipal entity such as a town 
or city. Threats to contaminate a vital 
manufacturing plant or a city water 
supply are two of the more obvious pos¬ 
sibilities for the criminally motivated 
terrorist. For this terrorist, though, 
unlike the political terrorist, the threat, 
not the actual use of a chemical or 
biological agent is his greatest weapon. 
If he actually resorts to the use of 
such weapons he will have failed in 
his main objective — extortion. Fur¬ 
ther, and more importantly, it is likely 
that once such an attack occurred no 
effort: would be spared in finding and 
prosecuting those responsible. Thus, 
while the threat posed by the criminal 
use of chemical or biological agents is 
real, it is less a national security mat¬ 
ter than a law enforcement matter. 

The “crazy” represents a somewhat 
larger threat than the criminal because 
he is apt to strike randomly. As in the 
TVlenol case there are likely to be no 
demands made, no claims of respon¬ 
sibility, and no discernible pattern to 
the attacks. This type of terrorist in 
all probability will work alone, and 
that will limit to a large degree the 
extent and effectiveness of his actions. 
Even so, one lone demented individual 
does have the capacity, using chemical 
or biological agents, to kill or injure 
many, many people, and to disrupt on 
a wide scale the day-to-day operations 
of a modern society. This type of ter-

rorist, and the threat he represents 
cannot be lightly dismissed. 

Countering The Threat — As we have 
seen, the possibility of C/B terrorism 
is real and continues to grow There 
are signs that those responsible for 
government emergency planning are 
begining to recognize just how vulner¬ 
able we are to this threat. However, 
merely recognizing that a threat exists 
does nothing to stop an incident from 
happening, or to cope with the effects 
once it does. 

The problems associated with defend¬ 
ing against a terrorist attack are enor¬ 
mous. Even the White House, Penta¬ 
gon, and other sensitive government 
facilties could be successfully targeted 
by terrorists. In fact, a former Secret 
Service agent has acknowedged that 
the White House is vulnerable to this 
type of an attack. In their excellent 
book. America the Vulnerable , authors 
Douglass and Livingstone quote the 
former agent as saying, “There is no 
question, but that you could introduce 
something of a toxic nature into the 
White House water. While the water 
is monitored and watched for content, 
the technique is not foolproof.” 

Special “black-hat” military opera¬ 
tives have conducted simulated C/B 
attacks against targets such as com¬ 
mand and control centers, the Penta¬ 
gon itself, etc. Even these specially 
protected targets (guards, sensors, air 
and water filtration systems, etc.) were 
found to be vulnerable to covert C/B 


attack. If even the most important 

national security installations are not 
safe from such an attack, how much 
more vulnerable is the city, individual 
office building, reservoir, sports arena, 
etc.? 

A two-pronged effort is needed to 
begin to bring the growing C/B ter¬ 
rorist threat under control. Programs 
aimed at preventing such an incident 
must be undertaken. On the other 
hand, if such preventive efforts fail we 
must be prepared to deal effectively 
with the results of this type of attack. 

The key to preventing a terrorist 
C/B attack is an effective intelligence 
gathering system. In the mid-1970s the 
U.S. Congress, led by the late Senator 
Frank Church, virtually dismantled 
both the domestic and foreign intel¬ 
ligence gathering capability of the U.S. 
In a cut-off-your-nose-to-spite-your-face 
frenzy, Congress, followed later by 
President Carter, slashed budgets and 
personnel from the FBI, CIA, and other 
U.S. intelligence agencies. Worse, such 
severe restrictions were applied to U.S. 
intelligence gathering activities, par¬ 
ticularly domestic activities, that they 
virtually ceased. 

The past decade has seen much pro¬ 
gress in reducing the damage done to 
the intelligence community. However 
many of the legal restrictions on intel¬ 
ligence activities remain in effect. Since 
a C/B terrorist would likely produce 
his weapons within the U.S., and might 
very well be a U.S. citizen, the agen¬ 
cies charged with preventing a terrorist 
incident must be given the legal means 
to do their job. 

Other steps of a preventive nature 
can also be taken. They include better 
regulation of the mail-order sale of 
lethal chemical or biological agents. 
The licensing of researchers and insti¬ 
tutions which use such materials would 
not hinder legitimate research, but 
might catch the terrorist who attempts 
to obtain these materials fraudulently. 
Better security at institutions using 
such materials would also decrease the 
chance of their theft. 

One of the most important steps that 
can be taken would be the creation of 
a specialized unit, similar in concept 
to the Nuclear Emergency Search 
Team, NEST, (see ASG Nov. 1985 for 
more info on NEST) to deal with a ter¬ 
rorist C/B incident. Such a unit may 
already be in its initial stages under 
the auspices of President Reagan’s 
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Chemical Warfare Review Commission. 

Such a unit would be tasked with 
locating and deactivating a C/B device 
before it was used, or failing that, 
isolating and identifying the specific 
biological or chemical agents used in 
the attack. The decontamination of the 
affected area might also be part of the 
unit's mission. 

What if prevention fails? What steps 
can we take now r to be better able to 
cope with an actual terrorist C/B 
attack? 

One of the first steps might well be 
the production and stockpiling of suffi¬ 
ciently large stores of serums and vac¬ 
cines to inoculate those exposed to a 
bacteriological attack. While there are 
technically a large number of diseases 
which could be used in such an attack, 
practically speaking a terrorist group 
would probably be limited, because of 
manufacturing, storage, and dispersal 
difficulties, to a relatively few diseases 
from which to choose. 

Anthrax, for example, is thought by 
the International Assocation of Chiefs 
of Police, IACP, to be a likely choice 
for use by a terrorist group. It is ac¬ 
cording to the IACP, “perhaps the most 
toxic substance within the capabilities 
of a malefactor to employ.” Yet, through¬ 
out the entire U.S. there is not even 
sufficient serum to provide 500 doses 
of this vital, life-saving substance. 

Attention might also be paid to 
the idea of mass immunization. The 
Soviets, who have a long history in C/B 
warfare research, have plans to use 
aircraft for the dispersal of aerosol 
vaccines should a biological attack be 
launched against them. The idea has 
merit, and might even be more effec¬ 
tive against a somewhat limited ter¬ 
rorist attack, than an all-out military 
attack. 

Next, because of an increasing num¬ 
ber of rail and road accidents involv¬ 
ing hazardous materials, HAZMAT, in 
the U.S., both the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Administration and local muni¬ 
cipalities have developed specialized 
HAZMAT response units. These al¬ 
ready professional units should be 
given specific training in the handling 
of C/B agents. This training could be 
conducted at either of the two chem¬ 
ical decontamination training facilities 
run by the military. Plans should be 
made, so that in the event of a l error- 
ist C/B attack, a national decontami¬ 
nation task force, drawn from local and 
federal HAZMAT teams and the mili¬ 
tary, could be activated and sent to 
the affected area. 

Another positive step that could be 


taken would be the renewel of the 
nation’s civil defense program. In the 
context of coping with a terrorist C/B 
attack, the stockpiling of such items 
as gas masks and decontamination 
kits, along with the training of civil 
defense emergency teams for rescue 
and decontamination work, might help 
minimize the effects of such an attack. 

Over the past 20 years the U.S. civil 
defense effort has had to fight the 
“doomie” myth that civil defense some¬ 
how increases the chance of war. By 
reviving civil defense efforts with a 
focus on defending against a terrorist 
C/B attack, the anti-civil defense lobby 
would be deprived of one of their main 
arguments. They could not reasonably 
assert that having the ability to cope 
with a terrorist C/B attack would 
somehow provoke a Kaddaffy or the 
PLO into undertaking such an action. 

Lastly, U.S. research efforts in the 
field of chemical and biological warfare 
must continue. There is a growing 
movement in the U.S., led by the en¬ 
vironmental lobby and disarmament 
activists, to halt U.S. research in these 
fields. They have already succeeded in 
preventing the Army from building a 
new laboratory in Utah designed to 
test defensive measures against bio¬ 
logical attack. If these groups should 
succeed in their efforts, new advances 
in C/B warfare by our enemies may 
find us completely defenseless against 
either a military or terrorist C/B 
attack. 

Upping The Ante — In 1972 the world 
awoke to the first truly international 
terrorist event, the Munich Olympic 
attack. Since then we have seen hun¬ 
dreds of terrorist attacks which have 
taken thousands of innocent lives. 

Despite this record of atrocities and 
outrages there has been little if any 
worldwide outcry. Indeed, the few anti¬ 
terrorism successes achieved by a hand¬ 
ful of governments have usually re¬ 
sulted in condemnation or indifference 
in the world community. The U.S. was, 
after all, roundly criticized even by its 
allies for a single attack against Libya. 

Is it any wonder then that terrorists 
would be tempted to “up the ante” in 
future attacks. Threatening thousands 
or more in a single incident is the 
next logical step for international ter¬ 
rorism. Chemical and biological wea¬ 
pons give the terrorist the ability to 
take that step. Can there be any doubt 
that that step will indeed be taken? 

We may choose to ignore the growing 
terrorist C/B threat, but it is doubtful 
that terrorists will ignore it. •

Four-Wheel 

Drive 

The “most valuable weapon” of World War II has become today's family utility 
vehicle seeing duty at the ski resort, the beach, and the farm. . .

E were headed back down the 
mountain after a crisp, clear day 
of skiing. The road from Alta ski re¬ 
sort back down to Salt Lake City gets 
to be steep in some places so we were 
careful to drive slowly on the snow 
packed road. At lower elevations the 
road appeared to dry out so we picked 
up a little speed. As we rounded a 
bend — surprise — more snow! My 
Toyota 2WD pick-up lost traction and 
spun out facing uphill with rear bump¬ 
er hidden in the snow bank. 

What’s more embarrassing than get¬ 
ting stuck in the snow with California 
license plates? Getting pulled out by 
a guy with a big Ford 4x4 truck with 
Utah license plates. 

For as long as I can remember, I 
have been in awe of big four-wheel 
drive trucks and jeeps. The powerful 
engines, the big tires and their abil¬ 
ity to go anywhere in any weather con¬ 
dition really prompted my respect. 

Two polls were taken in the early 
part of 1980, one in the United States 
and the other in Japan. When asked 
what was the “most popular” and the 
“most memorable” motor vehicle in the 
world, the results showed overwhelm¬ 
ingly that the lowly jeep was the win¬ 
ner in both categories. 

Four-wheel drive was invented in 
the early 1800s. A land steam vehicle 
was made in 1824 by Timothy Burstall 
and James Hill in England. In fact, 
the vehicle was quite advanced for its 
day. The axles drove through free¬ 
wheeling clutches which could be 
locked for driving in reverse. In turn, 


these free-wheeling clutches also com¬ 
pensated for the wheels running at 
different speeds during turning — the 
first limited slip. 

During World War I the French Army 
sought to eliminate the horse from the 
job of transporting heavy artillery 
pieces on the battlefield. They needed 
something that could haul heavy artil¬ 
lery through difficult terrain. For this 
work it was impossible to consider the 
ordinary truck. Artillery rarely oper¬ 
ated along main roads, and in most 
cases there were no roads at all. A 
tractor-like truck with four-wheel drive 
was introduced to the war and did the 
work faster than horses could. 

Before World War II, the U.S. Army 
was looking for a small, general-pur¬ 
pose vehicle that could transport three 
people over a variety of terrain and 


be able to carry 500 pounds of gear. 
Designers at Ford, Dodge, and the 
American Bantam Company came up 
with good prototypes in the early com¬ 
petitions, but it was the chief engin¬ 
eer at Willy’s Overland Motors, Del- 
mar Roos, that took the best design 
features from the early entries and 
combined them into one vehicle. 

After more field testing and com¬ 
petition trials between the automakers, 
Willys won the contract award. The 
General Purpose vehicle (GP) became 
known as the jeep. Its low profile de¬ 
sign featuring four-wheel drive, a pow¬ 
erful four-cylinder engine, drop frame 
for the chassis, and a tough front-end 
suspension system proved practical and 
reliable. 

Sufficient numbers were produced 
so that by the time the U.S. entered 
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World War II the jeep was deployed 
everywhere and was used for recon¬ 
naissance, communications, and sup¬ 
ported the infantrymen’s advance with 
the forward displacement of automatic 
weapons, infantry mortars, antitank 
guns and ammunition. The jeep’s use 
in the war was so profound that two 
presidents of the United States termed 
it the “most important contribution” 
and the “most valuable weapon” of 
World War II. 

The Willys-Overland Corporation 
started producing civilian vehicles 
before the war officially ended. Serv¬ 
icemen from all branches of the mili¬ 
tary expressed a strong desire to have 
their own jeep when they came back 
home. By mid-1946 sales for the CJ 
model were booming. Willys set up 


production lines for trucks and station 
wagons as well. 

Tbday the four-wheel drive vehicle is 
as popular as ever. With new models 
and styles coming off the line every 
day, more and more of the benefits of 
four-wheel drive are being shared by 
the public. Besides the ability to climb 
hills, ford streams, traverse rocky 
trails and power through sand, four- 
wheel drive vehicles have endeared 
themselves to families for their addi¬ 
tional safety on wet and snowy roads. 

Because a survival retreat is most 
likely to be located off the beaten 
path, a four-wheel drive truck or jeep¬ 
like vehicle can make a good survival 
vehicle. I admit that a sturdy two- 
wheel drive truck can handle just 
about any terrain possible, but the 


added traction of all-wheel drive can 
make getting unstuck an easier and 
faster operation. 

When I was 19 years old and living 
in Corpus Christi, Tfexas, Padre Island 
was a favorite area. Unlike the beaches 
on the West Coast, you can drive on 
the beach at Padre Island and so with 
a group a friends we began to try out 
some soft sand in a Volkswagen bug. 
After we lost momentum the tires dug 
in and we were stuck. After futile 
attempts to get free a guy came by in 
a jacked-up 4x4 and demanded 25 dol¬ 
lars to pull us out. I was mad. We 
didn’t have 25 dollars and so after 
haggling with the guy we turned over 
all the cash we had on hand — a 
measly 10 dollars and 25 cents. He 
pulled us out all right, but he also

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left a bad taste in my mouth for macho 
four-wheelers.

Getting Unstuck — Even with four- 
wheel drive it is possible to get high- 
centered in a ravine or trapped in 
some way where even “rocking” (back¬ 
ing up and going forwards) doesn’t 
work. A prepared off-roader will have 
brought the means to get himself out 
of trouble. Usually a jack and a few 
one foot squares of one inch thick ply¬ 
wood will do the job. Use a piece of 
plywood to create a better foundation 
for the jack and then carefully jack up 
the frame near the sunken tire. Then 
gather rocks to build up a small road- 
wajr under the tire. Lower the jack 
with the tire resting on your new 
roadbed. Using other squares of ply¬ 
wood to provide traction for the other 
tires, it should be a simple matter to 
drive on out. Carpet squares or floor 
mats can also provide traction. A small

shovel and leather work gloves can help 
in these kinds of situations. 

In extreme cases, whether bogged 
down in thick mud or where insuffi¬ 
cient power or traction is available to 
climb a steep slope, a winch can be 
the answer. Winches are available for 
a wide variety of applications. Be sure

to get one with a single line rating 
about IV 2 times greater than your vehi¬ 
cle’s weight. Your winch should be able 
to pull the vehicle’s weight plus over¬ 
come the added resistance caused by 
whatever the vehicle is stuck in. 

Use an anchor that is sturdy enough 
to withstand the load you intend to 
pull. After spooling out the wire rope, 
use a tree trunk protector — a wide 
nylon strap with loops, and attach the 
clevis pin where the loops come to¬ 
gether. Hook the wire rope securely to 
the clevis. Never wrap the wire rope 
around an anchor and hook it back 
onto itself. The cable will kink and 
will become permanently weakened 
and damaged. Keep the wire rope as 
straight as possible. 

Now with the remote control attached 
to the winch, get into the driver’s 
seat and put the transfer case lever 
in 4-Low with the transmission in first 
gear. Start up your vehicle’s engine. 
With both the winch and your 4x4 
working together, you should be able 
to pull out. Be sure to keep bystanders 
away from the area should the cable 
snap or the anchor fail. 

Winches are also useful in other 
types of chores: pull stumps and snags, 
haul firewood out of steep ravines, 
drag heavy cargo up to your truck for 
loading, stretch wire fencing, and 
rescue other drivers in unfortunate 
situations. 

Having a 4x4 with tow straps and 
a winch is like having a first-aid kit. 
You can help yourself and others in 
emergency situations. Sometimes it’s 
inconvenient and a dirty job to help 
others in distress, but you’re going to 
want every bit of help you can get 
when caught in the same situation. Be 
courteous and offer help freely. If you 
want to make money with your winch 
get a real tow truck and stay in the 
city! 

Most four-wheel drive systems are 
classified as part-time four-wheel drive 
as opposed to full-time. Part-time four- 
wheel drive can only be used on sand,

gravel, dirt, mud, snow or wet pave¬ 
ment. Using it on dry pavement can 
damage the vehicle because the two 
drive shafts will want to move at dif¬ 
ferent speeds. On dry pavement the 
tires have almost 100 percent trac¬ 
tion and therefore cannot slip and 
give. Stress and damage to the trans¬ 
fer case can result. 

When using four-wheel drive you will 
mostly use 4-High. Driving on wet 
streets and snow with the transfer case 
lever in 4-High will provide you with 
the traction and power you need for 
safe travel. 4-Low is used only when 
additional power is needed to get out 
of a stuck situation like sand or mud 
and should never be used at speeds over 
two to three miles per hour. 4-Low is 
also useful when boulder hopping or 
descending steep hills. Engine compres¬ 
sion will slow you down when descend¬ 
ing in 4-Low. Keep your foot off the 
brake and avoid brake wear. 

To avoid excessive clutch wear it is 
possible to start your vehicle in 4-Low 
and first gear. The vehicle will begin 
moving as you turn the key. This trick 
will help if the engine stalls on a 
steep hill. With the brake pedal de¬ 
pressed and the emergency brake on 
you could still roll back once you 
depress the clutch. Don’t do it! The 
engine is still holding you up there with 
the transfer case in 4-Low and trans¬ 
mission in first gear. Starting the vehi¬ 
cle without the clutch could save your 
life. 

Idling speed in 4-Low is only about 
two miles per hour — slower than you 
can walk. This speed is best for rocky 
trails. Like a poor man’s cruise con¬ 
trol, you don’t have to touch the ac¬ 
celerator pedal until the steep part 
begins. 


Sand — Driving on sand is not diffi¬ 
cult if you remember two things. In 
minor short stretches of sand you can 
usually power through with sufficient 
momentum to get to the other side. 
Otherwise you will need to bring a tire 
pressure gauge and a portable tire 
inflation device — the kind you can 
plug into the cigarette lighter. By 
decreasing the air pressure of your tires 
you will be able to float over the sand 
better instead of digging in. Eight to 
10 PSI will give your four-wheel drive 
bigger feet. 

It’s the difference between wearing 
high-heeled shoes with stiletto heels 
and wearing snowshoes. One will sink 
into the sand and one will ride and 
float on the top. 

Never drive your vehicle at high 
speeds with the pressure reduced. This 
can cause severe tire damage and even 
blowouts. When driving at reduced 
pressure you tires will be fine as long 
as you take it slow and avoid jagged 
rocks and sharp turns. After a day in 
the sand, get out your portable air 
compressor and fill your tires back 
up to recommended highway driving 
pressure. 

River Crossings — Before crossing a 
stream it is a good idea to stop and 
check a few things before barreling 
across. Make sure that the stream is 
shallow enough and that there are no 
deep holes that will swallow you up. 
If the river is muddy it might be wise 
to probe the bottom with a stick. Make 
sure that the other side has a suitable 
exit ramp out of the water. A steep bank 
will not do, especially if the river bot¬ 
tom is covered with slippery rocks. 
Don’t count on too much traction from 
the front tires. They will be dripping 
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wet. 

If everything looks O.K., proceed at 
a constant rate of speed. If the water 
depth is greater than your exhaust pipe 
outlet, you. may get into trouble. Keep 
the engine revving and avoid stalling 
out. If the engine stalls, water will 
enter the exhaust system and fill the 
muffler with water. After this happens 
it is almost impossible to blow the 
water out as the starter cranks the 
engine. You will need to be towed out 
of the stream. To get the engine run¬ 
ning again the exhaust manifolds will 
have to be removed to relieve the 
pressure. 

Because many river bottoms are 
rocky, it is important to know how to 
drive on rocks whether you like boul¬ 
der hopping or not. Tire pressure 
should be around normal because you 
will encounter a lot of dropping, skid¬ 
ding and sideways pressure. A low pres¬ 
sure tire could be easily damaged. 

Drive at walking speeds (two to three 
miles per hour) in 4-Low. Speed causes 
an unpleasant ride and can lead to 
damage to the axles and under car¬ 
riage. Instead of straddling large rocks, 
place the tire right on them and drive 
over. This will prevent you from high 
centering on a skid plate. 

Driving in Mud — It’s fun to see the 
muck flying but I consider those who 
tear up trails and roads “just for the 
fun of it” environmental vandals. There 
is nothing worse than driving a trail 
that was carved up early during the 
rainy season. The deep troughs and 
furrows form rock hard scars that make 
others want to drive off the road caus¬ 
ing more damage. 

When it is necessary to drive through 
the mud, take care to scout out the 
area just as you would a stream cross¬ 
ing. Probe the bottom with a stick and 
make sure you are not heading into 
a clay bog that will suck you down for 
good. 

If it looks passable, maintain a rea¬ 
sonable steady speed. Going too fast will 
cause mud to spray all over the place, 
coating the windshield and blocking 
your view. Tbo slow and you might lose 
power and stall. Chains may help give 
you more traction, especially if your 
tires are more for street use. 

Avoid mud that packs up under the 
fender. Once it reaches the wheel, it

will cause additional friction and inter¬ 
fere with the suspension movement. 
All of this mud weighs a hefty amount 
and before long you may be toting an 
extra 800 to 1,200 pounds of additional 
weight. If this happens, get out and 
clear the mud away before the weight 
causes your tires to penetrate and begin 
digging instead of making progress. 


Snow travel — Slow and cautious is 
the key. Usually 4-High is sufficient 
with all weather tires. Always be aware 
of road conditions. Black ice is the 
invisible culprit that doesn’t care if you 
have a four-wheel drive vehicle or not. 
The best way to learn how to drive in 
snow is to spend a few winters in prac¬ 
tice. Snow hides plenty of things so 
know what is under there before plow¬ 
ing through a drift. Keep moving at 
a speed which compacts the snow but 
does not spin the tires. Spinning tires 
will create ice and ice means no trac¬ 
tion. Skidding may occur at anytime 
while driving in snow so drive slowly. 
Slow motion skids are a lot safer than 
high speed loss of control. When coming 
to a stop, pump the breaks to prevent 
locking the tires. Skidding tires offer 
no traction and no control. Allow plenty 
of space between you and the next car 
ahead. 

It takes practice in all types of ter¬ 
rain to become a good off-road driver. 
Don’t wait until monsoon floods or 
the white-out blizzard to learn correct 
driving skills. A prepared survivalist 
will know his equipment and be able 
to help himself and others in emer¬ 
gency situations. •

T HE Soviet 7.62 X 54mm R SVD 
or Dragunov sniper rifle was used 
by communist forces during the Viet¬ 
nam War and has been in service since 
then with Soviet and other communist 
armed forces. 


China North Industries Corporation 
(Norinco) of the People’s Republic of 
China produces its own version of the 
Dragunov and distributes it in the 
United States through China Sports, 
Inc., of Santa Fe Springs, California. 


The Norinco Dragunov is a faithful 
copy of the original Soviet weapon, 
including the PSO-1 4-power scope that 
comes with the rifle which has lighted 
reticle and infrared detection cap¬ 
abilities. 



The 4 X sniper scope that 
comes with the Dragunov has a 
lighted reticle for low light 
conditions and infrared detection 
capabilities. It has a machined 
mount attached to it that slides 
onto and locks down on an 
integral scope mount rail on the 
left side of the receiver. 


The norinco Type NDM-86 
Dragunov SVD sniper rifle is 
capable of outstanding accuracy. 
Note the two sets of touching 
hits in this group fired from 100 
yards by a shooter unfamiliar 
with the rifle. 
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This is the reticle and range finder one sees when looking through the Dragunov scope. The range finder (at left) is designed to give the range of a target 
5-feet 7 inches high from between 200 and 1,000 meters distant. Aiming point is the top chevron on the reticle. 


The Norinco Type NDM-86 Dragunov 
rifle, which the ASG staff test fired 
with surplus 7.62 X 54mm R military 
ammunition from the PRC comes com¬ 
plete with scope and fitted, locking 
case that carries five 10-round maga¬ 
zines, other spare parts, sight adjust¬ 
ing and repair tools, and cleaning kit. 

The scope is adjusted for elevation 
and windage by click adjustable knobs 
on its top and right side. The range 
of the target is determined, after the 
scope is zeroed for 200 meters, by plac¬ 
ing the target in the scope’s military 
type range finder, checking for distance 
from 200 to 1,000 meters and then 
turning the elevation knob on top of 
the scope. 

The scope is equipped with a switch 
that lights up the reticle for use in 
low light conditions as well as with 
an infrared detection switch that flips 
up an infrared filter permitting the 
user to pick up infrared light sources. 
A rubber eye piece prevents side light 
from obscuring the sight picture and 
makes sighting throught the scope eas¬ 
ier in low light conditions. 

The scope has a machined mount 
attached to it that slides onto and 
locks down on an integral mount rail 
on the left side of the receiver. Stan¬ 
dard AK-type iron sights can be used 
when the scope is removed. 

The receiver is machined steel and 
the steel barrel has a hard chromed 
bore. The Dragunov’s stock is laminated 
wood. There is no bipod for the rifle. 
The Russians use improvised rests for 
the weapon and a bipod would make 
shooting it a high profile operation. 

The Dragunov has an action closely 
resembling that of the AK family of

Barrel 
length is 24 inches. Weight is 9.5 
pounds empty. 

While we did not have the oppor¬ 
tunity to test fire this rifle at long 
ranges, our test shooting at targets 100 
yards distant using an improvised rest 
revealed that the NDM-86 is capable 
of contiguous hits at this range. We 
found this impressive given our rela¬ 
tive unfamiliarity with the weapon and 
limited time and ammunition to work 
with it. I’m convinced that with prac¬ 
tice I could be shooting one-hole groups 
at 100 yards. 

Norinco bills this rifle as being 
“easily capable of minute-of-angle 
accuracy under the most demanding 
conditions.” We now see why they 
make this statement. 

While we did not extensively test fire 
this weapon, we fired numerous 10- 
round magazines full of ammunition 
through it without any malfunctions. 

This was our first opportunity to try 
out the Dragunov and we were pleased 
to shoot such a fine weapon, although 
we found the recoil considerable when 


firing the 7.62 X 54mm rimmed Rus¬ 
sian cartridge. 

Suggested retail for the NDM-86, in¬ 
cluding scope, carrying case, spare parts, 
etc., is a hefty $3,900, but this should 
be weighed against the rifle’s accuracy 
and functional reliability. 

Type 84S AK-47 — The Norinco Type 
84S AK rifle in .223 caliber provides 
the shooter with the capability of using 
the new U.S. military M855 (Belgian 
SSI09) round in a weapon of the 
proven AK design that is also equpped 
with a fiberglass stock that is longer 
than the usual AK stocks, making it 
more comfortable to use for taller peo¬ 
ple with longer arms. The buttstock 
is IV 2 inches longer than the standard 
AK buttstock. 

Finish for stock, barrel and receiver 
is matte black. The 84S has standard 
adjustable AK-47 sights. Overall length 
is about 37 inches. Barrel length is 
16.34 inches. Barrel bore is hard 
chromed. This rifle, like the Dragunov 
and other AKs, has positive “click 
down” safety lever on the right side 
of the reciever below and to the rear 
of the ejection port. Weight is 8 pounds, 
1.5 ounces empty (without magazine).

Battery Test 


How well do the long-term storage batteries stack up against 
standard and alkaline store-bought batteries?. . . 


Staff Evaluation 


M OST of you are probably familiar 
with the R20-D storage batter¬ 
ies sold by several of our advertisers 
and you may have seen recent ads for 
the new “Code Red” 20-year storage 
batteries. 

We were interested in seeing how 
these storage batteries performed com¬ 
pared with standard store-bought bat¬ 
teries, so, with the help of Harry Wey- 
andt of NITRO-PAK Storage Foods & 
Emergency Supplies (11018 E. Rose- 
crans Ave., Suite 300, Norwalk, CA 
90650, 213-929-4705) we set up a test. 

The R20-D non-toxic, twist-top power 
cell storage batteries have been on the 
market for years and are sold by NI¬ 
TRO-PAK and many other retailers 
across the nation. Developed by Ulti¬ 
mate Survivor of America, Inc. (this 
company went out of business when 
it was sold to another company), the 
R20-D batteries were guaranteed to 
have a storage life of up to 10 years 
if not activated by twisiting their top. 
The new Code Red 20-year storage bat¬ 
teries are supposed to be an improved 
version of the R20-Ds and are very 
similar. The Code Red batteries are 
also activated by twisiting the top, 
are non-toxic and are guaranteed to 
have a storage life of 20 years if not 
activated. They will be replaced by 
Code Red, P.O. Box 590, Bellevue, WA 
98009, if they do not have a shelf life 
of 20 years (assuming this outfit doesn’t 
go out of business before you find out) 
or are defective in use before that period 
of time. Return defective batteries post¬ 
paid. These batteries are not supposed 
to be mixed with other batteries or 
recharged. 

Using sample Code Red batteries, 
R20-D batteries and military angle- 
head flashlights supplied by NITRO- 
PAK, we purchased some standard D-

cell batteries and some Duracell alka¬ 
line long-life D-cell batteries from a 
local drug and discount store for the 
test. 

On the day of the test we began at 
9:45 a.m., placing two of each type of 
battery in the flashlights and turning 
them on. 

While we noticed that the Code Red 
and R20-Ds were less bright than the 
store-bought batteries, they were still 
adequate for lighting and doing work 
in darkened areas. We tried the flash¬

lights out in three different darkened 
rooms to determine this. 

The flashlights were left on for the 
rest of the test and monitored through¬ 
out the day for brightness. 

Three hours later, at 12:45 p.m., we 
could clearly see that the alkaline bat¬ 
teries produced the brightest beam and 
the Code Red batteries the weakest. 
However, the Code Red and R20-D- 
powered flashlights were still adequate 
as light sources in the dark. 

At 3:30 p.m. all the flashlight beams 
had gotten weaker, with the Code Red

the weakest and R20-Ds the next weak¬ 
est and the alkalines still the bright¬ 
est, but all were still usable to see 
and work by in the dark. By 3:47 p.m., 
some six hours after the start of the 
test, the Code Red batteries died and 
the flashlight they were in lost its 
beam. By 4:15 p.m., the R20-D flash¬ 
light beam was quite weak and barely 
usable, while the other batteries were 
weaker than they had been but still 
usable. 

At 6:45 p.,m. the R20-D flashlight 
beam was almost out and all but use¬ 
less for seeing or working by. The 
other flashlight beams were weaker 
than earlier but still useful, with the 
standard store-bought batteries barely 
useful. Three hours later the standard 
batteries flashlight had almost gone 
out and was almost totally useless to 
see by, while the alkaline-powered 
flashlight still had a fairly bright 
beam that you could light your way 
in the dark by or work in the dark 
by. At this point, 12 hours after the 
test was begun, the test was ended. 

The alkaline-powered flashlight was 
turned off. The next day it was turned 
on again and found to be still effective. 
Using this test as an indicator and 
assuming that the R20-D and Code Red 
batteries store for as long as they are 
supposed to (the R20-D batteries we 
used were estimated to be at least 
three or four years old), you could 
count on having four to six hours of 
usable light or other power from the 
Code Reds and about the same, perhaps 
a little more, from the R20-Ds. •

T^T IGHT Guard Portable Security 
System works by detecting the 
movement of an object of one temper¬ 
ature against a background of a differ¬ 
ent temperature using an infrared 
sensor. 

Once the unit detects movement in 
an area 50 feet long and 100 feet wide 
in front of it, it activates the built-in 
flood light or the built-in alarm and 
flood light which shine/buzz (at 85 
decibels) for four minutes before auto¬ 
matically shutting off until the next 
movement is detected. A switch at 
the back of the unit gives the operator 
the option of using only the light or 
the light and the alarm. 

All that’s necessary to set up the 
system is to position it and plug it in 
to any wall outlet. The flood light/ 
alarm will be on for the first four 
minutes, then automatically shut off 
until movement is detected. The system 
is operational as long and there is 
electric power available. 

The unit uses the Mullard-Amperex 
KRX-11 Passive Infrared Sensor. Vir¬ 
tually all circuitry has been integrated 
into a single IC chip, made by Moto¬ 
rola Semiconductor which has been 
electrically tested three times before 
purchase. Besides being quick and easy 
to use and portable, the Night Guard 
system can accommodate additional 
lights with its receptacle in the main 
unit, so you can also flood light other 
areas as well as the area where the 
main unit is operating. 

The Night Guard comes with com¬ 
plete instructions, yard spike, wall 
mounting bracket and padded bottom 
for table top use. It is well made and 
is designed for indoor or outdoor use. 
All that’s required is the purchase of 
a standard PAR 38 flood light (150 
watts maximum) available at any hard¬ 
ware store.

There’s no way to avoid the 
alarm buzzing for the first four min¬ 
utes after it’s plugged into an electri¬ 
cal socket if you want to use the alarm 
as part of the unit. For silent, flood 
light-only operation, simply flip the 
switch at the back of the unit. 


This is a rugged, dependable port¬ 
able security system effective anywhere 
you have 120-volt AC current avail¬ 
able. Ideal for home, RV, business sites, 
and elsewhere. One drawback is that 
unplugging or otherwise cutting the 
electricity source instantly deactivates 
the unit, so care should be taken to 
assure a continuous source of electri¬ 
cal power.

Rock Medicine 


Who would suspect that your rock garden or that pile of stones 
behind the garage is actually an emergency store of medicines?. . .

/ N the quest for good health and 
relief from illnesses, man has tradi¬ 
tionally turned to his surroundings 
in search of remedies to his many 
afflictions. 

Wild plants, insects, rocks, minerals, 
clays, mud, water, sunshine, snow, ice, 
and various animal products were once 
used to soothe all manner of maladies. 
They are the basis of modern medicine, 
especially in today’s antibiotic ther¬ 
apy and chemotheraputic practices. 
After research unlocked their myster¬ 
ies, many of the magical cures of 
ancient times are now the miracle 
drugs of the present. 

We live in an age of space discovery 
and amazing scientific accomplish¬ 
ments, yet much of the health care we 
have come to expect remains in the 
Dark Ages. The problem lies in the 
distribution of life-giving medicines. 
Any major disaster could disrupt the 
vital flow of necessary medications to 
the public and cause needless loss of 
lives. 

Tb hedge against an uncertain future, 
part of your budget should include the 
purchase of first aid materials, “how 
to” medical books, prescription drugs, 
soaps and disinfectants. A well plan¬ 
ned stockpile of health aids is a good 
way to insulate yourself from possible 
tragedy. 

However, no matter how prepared a 
family may be, their stocks will even¬ 
tually be used up, damaged, lost, or 
worse, confiscated by the surviving 
authorities following a cataclysmic 
event. It seems those who prepare for 
disaster are usually persecuted by the 
people w r ho do not. 

In a survival situation, a first aid 
kit is limited to the boundaries set by 
its contents. Any extension beyond its 
scope means improvisation with what 
is at hand. Supplements will have to

be added to the medical supply. 

An awareness of what the natural 
environment has to offer is a helpful 
key in the dilemma of what to use and 
what not. A quick check in your own 
backyard can reveal a wide variety of 
medical sources. Fortunately, most 
patented or over the counter medicines 
have their local equivalents in the 
rocks and minerals that exist with us. 

The study of rock medicine is a sim¬ 
plified task as rocks and minerals have 
a world-wide distribution, are avail¬ 
able year round, can be gathered in 
huge quanitities, easy to store, have 
a low cost of preparation, and preser¬ 
vation is indefinite. An added factor 
is the unlikelihood of theft, as who 
would suspect your rock garden or that 
pile of rocks behind the garage is actu¬ 


ally an emergency store of medicines. 

Only a few aids and tools are needed 
to collect medicinal rocks and minerals. 
A survey kit composed of rock hammer, 
pick, chisels, 2-1 Ox magnifying lens, 
plastic or cloth tote bags, description 
name tags and topographic or county 
road maps to record the locale for 
future reference. A sling pack to carry 
the stones is a must-have piece of 
equipment. 

At campsite or at home, an analysis 
kit is essential to study the special 
characteristics of each specimen. In the 
kit are three units: the acid test (two 
glass eyedroppers and two separate 
vials of nitric and hydrochloric acids), 
the streak test (porcelain tile plates), 
and the hardness test (1-10, talc to 
diamond). They are used to determine

if a rock or mineral will bubble or dis- 
sovle on contact with the acids, to 
check its color when rubbed on a tile, 
and to find its position on the hard¬ 
ness scale. Always keep complete re¬ 
cords of your finds and their test data 
for comparison with a reference book 
or this brief article. 

Rock shops, lapidaries, and gem¬ 
making businesses have the survey 
tools, analysis and test kits, reference 
books, and are a handy source of com¬ 


parison specimens. A visit to a mu¬ 
seum, library, university or public 
school's science department to view 
their rock and mineral displays is an 
educational experience. Your chamber 
of commerce can assist in contacting 
rock-collecting clubs and associate 
organizations. Seek out expert rock 
hounds, mineralogists, and geologists 
to help guide the development of your 
own rock and mineral collection. Their 
personal knowledge of where to collect 


in your home territory will save both 
time and effort. 

T) prepare a rock or a mineral into 
medicine, first shave off the oxidized 
outer crust and unwanted debris with 
a small hammer, chisel and wire brush. 
Each specimen must be reduced to a 
fine dust similiar in consistency to 
powdered sugar. The safest method is 
to put the rock inside a canvas bag 
or a roll approximately one size larger, 
and tie closed the loose end. Place the 
bag on a solid surface, such as a ce¬ 
ment slab, and smash with a 3-5 pound 
sledge hammer. Use short, well con¬ 
trolled strokes to thoroughly crush the 
specimen. 

Next, pour the powder onto a mesh 
screen or sifter over a collecting plate 
to sieve out any uncrushed fragments 
from the finer grains. Sift through the 
filtered powder with a long non-ferrous 
needle or tweezers to detect and re¬ 
move any crystals, splinters or hard 
granules for further reduction in a 
mortar and pestle. During this phase 
of the operation wear protective eye- 
wear, dust filter mask, and plastic 
gloves as some mineral dusts can irri¬ 
tate the eyes, cause bronchial and 
respiratory illness, or blister the skin 
with a burning rash. 

Finally, transfer the powder into glass 
storage jars with a plastic spoon. Select 
jars with tightly sealed plastic tops to 
prevent contact with moisture, heat, 
and metals that may contaminate the 
end product. For long-term storage, use 
plastic wrap or wax as lid liners and 
put the properly labelled jars in a cool 
dark place or bury in a cache. 

All minor wounds and major injuries 
are dangerous sites for infection, and 
must be treated aseptically to prevent 
serious complications. Most medicinal 
powders are applied to wounds as dust¬ 
ing powders, pastes, or as ointments. 
Some can be ingested in gelatin cap¬ 
sules or as infusions for dietary sup¬ 
plements and to treat gastrointestinal 
ailments. 

For external application as a dust¬ 
ing powder: fill a clean sock one half 
full of selected powder, shaking it down 
towards the sock's toe, and tie a knot 
above it. Lightly pat to permeate the 
powder through the loose weave of the 
fabric. Use like a powder puff to sprin¬ 
kle a thin film of medicinal dust upon 
the wound. 

A paste is a thick mix of powder and 
water, and is painted directly onto the 
wound. In many cases, an ointment is 
better as a protective emollient to keep 
the wound moist and supple as it heals.

ERE in the rain-soaked North¬ 
west, materials for by-the-sur- 
vival-book fire building are hard to 
come by. At the same time, the almost 
unlimited opportunities to venture into 
thousands of square miles of rugged 
out of doors in all kinds of rapidly 
changing weather make it almost cer¬ 
tain that sooner or later your life 


might very well depend on your abil¬ 
ity to build a fire. 

If you are anywhere that Douglas 
Fir trees grow or grew, and that 
includes a large portion of the United 
States and Canada west of the Rock¬ 
ies, a little knowledge and a dry match 
are all you really need to soon by dry¬ 
ing out and warming up in front of 


a roaring fire no matter what the 
weather. 

The surveyor’s bee-hive fire seems to 
have originated among the surveyors 
and timber cruisers that made their 
living traveling long distances and 
working on foot in all kinds of weather 
in the rugged rain forests between the 
Pacific Ocean and the Cascade Moun- 
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tains in Washington and Oregon. 

I have worked on many survey crews 
in this country and at least one mem¬ 
ber of every crew knew this fire build¬ 
ing secret. On the other hand, I have 
never met anyone else, logger, construc¬ 
tion hand, big game hunter, cross coun¬ 
try skier, or back packer, that knew 
about the bee-hive fire unless they had 
an uncle, father, or grandfather who 
had worked on a survey crew. 

The real secret is to learn to recog¬ 
nize burnable fuel when you are look¬ 
ing at it. Douglas Fir has a peculiar 
tendency to concentrate all of the 
natural oils and resins, distributed in 
life more or less uniformly throughout 
the trunk of the tree, into the very 
heart of the trunk near the roots after 
it dies. Even very old stumps of trees 
that were cut in early day logging 
operations will sometimes do this. 
The result is a heart wood that has 
the appearance and feel of amber 
colored paraffin and smells, when cut 
or broken, as if someone took the cap 
off a can of turpentine. 

This is the king of pitch woods. 
Unfortunately, to the uninitiated, it is 
almost totally hidden under a pile of 
rotten, soggy wood that was the bark 
and outer layers of the tree when it 
was alive. Usually the only clue will 
be a spike of wood protruding out of 
a moss and duff covered mound. 

In an undisturbed oid growth forest 
there wall also be other similar mounds 
and spikes that will turn out to be the 
remains of totally unburnable Hem¬ 
lock or true-flr trees. However, it only 
requires a minimum of perseverance 
or experience to find a useable Doug 
Fir heart wood spike. As soon as you 
break it off, the smell and feel will leave 
no doubt. 

small enough pieces with your bare 
hands to obtain long slivers that will 
light and burn as easily and as hotly 
as a candle. These in turn, can light 
the rest of the spike to be used as 
a torch or as fuel for a hot, but smoky, 
fire. 

If you have had any forethought at 
all about your outing though, you will 
have at least a pocket knife with you 
to cut shavings and split kindling, 
producing the same life-giving fire 
much more easily. 

The heart wood pitch by itself easily 
produces that most important item of 
foul weather survival — a fire. If there 
was one Doug Fir snag there are 
almost certainly more in the immedi¬ 
ate vicinity and it will not be too hard 
to keep your fire going. However, the 
pitch wood is really too good a fuel. 



It is so full of resin it burns rapidly, 
hotly and with a lot of oily smoke, very 
much as an old automobile tire. 

In an old growth Doug Fir forest, an 
old burn, or in second growth that was 
originally harvested 50 or more years 
ago, there is a plentiful supply of a 
more long lasting fuel just waiting to 
be added to your pitch wood tinder. 

The bark of old growth Doug Fir is 
a thick cork-like substance that grows 
in huge plates and slabs, often 12 or 
more inches thick. While the surface 
may be rain soaked, the moisture on 
a standing tree, dead or alive, never 
penetrates more than a half inch from 
the surface. 

Again, the bottom line is that it is 
possible to get a grip in the fissures 
between the plates and literally rip 
chunks of bark from the tree with your 
bare hands. Again, a little prepared¬ 
ness in the form of an axe, hatchet,

or large knife makes the task a lot 
easier. 

I have actually slabbed great chunks 
of bark from trees with a single blow 
of my cruiser’s axe that weighed more 
than I did. This bark even with its 
rain-soaked surface is such a good fuel 
that the old-time logging camp black¬ 
smiths used it in place of coal or char¬ 
coal for their forge fires. 

And this, finally, is where the name 
bee-hive fire comes in. 

The weary surveyor or timber cruiser, 
as lunch time neared, would collect 
some pitch wood almost incidentally 
to his working along through the 
woods. Finding a reasonably flat and 
sheltered spot for his noon-day fire he 
would take his axe and start to make 
kindling and shavings of the pitch wood 
while his partner slabbed bark off a 
nearby Doug Fir. His partner would 
throw the pieces to within his reach 
as he was lighting the tinder. While 
he started to stack the pieces of bark 
in a circle and then on top of each other, 
his partner would be cutting a couple 
of forked Viney-Maple sticks. By the 
time the second man returned, flames 
would be shooting out between the 
chinks of bark stacked in the form of 
an old fashioned bee-hive. Within 10 
minutes of the time the pair stopped, 
they would be sipping coffee from their 
thermos and toasting their sandwiches 
on the forked sticks over the fire. 

In the 30 years I’ve spent in the 
Pacific Northwest woods I’ve only seen 
this fire-building method fail once. One 
nasty winter day we were working in 
nearly a foot of wet snow with more 
coming down all the time. We got in 
under a big Hemlock with limbs nearly 
to the ground. We had just got our fire 
going and our coffee poured, when the 
heat of the fire dislodged a full wash- 
tub of snow directly on the fire. I have 
never seen a fire put out more quickly 
or completely. It didn’t even leave any 
lingering smoke. 

Note: Tb those of you concerned about 
damage to the ecology. I don’t advo¬ 
cate slabbing bark from living trees 
except in an emergency or when deep 
in the woods away from most of the 
tourists. It does leave a tree rather 
unsightly, but completely unharmed 
as long as you don’t cut deeply enough 
to disturb living wood. •

Camouflage Uniforms 
of Spetsnaz and Other 

Soviet Forces 

The Soviet Army has used a variety of camouflage 
uniforms over the past decades. . .

II 7 ITH a permanent, immediately 
Vv serviceable force of 30,000 men, 
Soviet Spetsnaz or special forces over¬ 
class the military special forces of any 
country in the world. 

There are 16 Spetsnaz brigades, each 
one of 1,300 men, dispatched here and 
there in the military forces of the 
Soviet Union. There are also little 
groups of 115 men, independent com¬ 
panies, made up of three paratroop sec¬ 
tions and one support company. The 
USSR Navy also has four Spetsnaz 
brigades attached to naval fleets. 

Spetsnaz training is the most difficult 
in the Soviet military and many casual¬ 
ties have been observed during train¬ 
ing exercises. 

After two months of indescribable 
hardship in training, only 20 percent 
of the Spetsnaz candidates are kept. 
This little group then receives further, 
specialized training, including para¬ 
chuting and operational exercises in 
remote areas of Siberia. These groups 
often stay well camouflaged for weeks 
at a time. 

Equipment of a Spetsnaz trooper in¬ 
cludes a Kalashnikov 5.45 mm assault 
rifle with a special silencing system, 
300 cartridges, a P6 silenced pistol, a 
combat knife, six hand grenades and 
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Certain Bulgarian military units received the Soviet 1980 pattern camouflage but the Bulgarian Army 
also has its own camouflage uniforms.

grenade launcher. Spetsnaz units are 
also equipped with rocket propelled 
grenades and missiles, mines and other 
high powered explosives as well as R 
350M sequential radios which send 
messages in sequences of 8 to 10 sec¬ 
onds to avoid detection by enemies. 

The basic Spetsnaz unit is the spe¬ 
cial operation brigade, or Spetsialnyi 
Naznacheniya, and it is similar in 
organization to the British SBS or U.S. 
Navy SEALS. 

The Soviet Army has used a variety 
of camouflage uniforms since World 
War II but since the late 1960s has 
standardized on a single pattern of 
fabric. This is in a medium green with 
small angular splotches of pale khaki 
or white. 

The most common form of camou¬ 
flage dress is a simple coverall, the 
KLMK (Kamuflirovanyi Letnyi Mask- 
irovochni Kombinezon). 

This sort of cloth was initially issued 
on a very restricted basis and was 
intended mainly for snipers. It even 
came with an accompanying face mask 
of the same fabric of the coverall. In 
the 1980s, distribution of this camou¬ 
flage suit has increased considerably, 

to the point where entire motor rifle 
units have been so fitted. 

The Soviet KGB border guards have 
their own variation of this uniform, 


using the same camouflage uniform 
but cut as a more conventional blouse 
and trousers combination. 

In the early 1980s the Soviet ground 
forces began to receive a variation of 
camouflage suit made of a coarser tex¬ 
tured material similar to burlap but 
printed with the similar pattern. This 
coarse fabric was probably introduced 
to provide the garment with improved 
concealment qualities against newer 
infrared sensors. 

During WWII, Germany created a 
special material, the “Leiber Meister,” 
which was to replace all other camou¬ 
flage suits because it was made to 
avoid deception by infrared devices. 

In 1985, the Soviet Army showed a 
new pattern of camouflage uniform 
with a brown background which re¬ 
sembles the M65 U.S. Army pattern 
but without greens. This camouflage 
was certainly issued for the Afghan¬ 
istan landscape and is now widely 
dispatched in Soviet Army units, even 
inside the USSR. 

It is worth noting that old and obso¬ 
lete Soviet camouflage uniforms are 
still used by reserve troops. These can 

be seen during maneuvers. The old 

white and brown, spinach green and 
black, etc., are worn by certain secon¬ 
dary troops. These uniforms are not 
in the photos accompanying this arti¬ 


cle and will not be seen in official 
reports and never in Soviet military 
magazines. The Soviet Army also sells 
many old camouflage suits, principally 
to three communist countries: North 
Korea, Albania and Romania. Pre 
sently, the Cuban Army also wears the 
1980 Soviet Green pattern with white 
splotches. 

Of course in winter, Soviet forces no 
longer wear the famous WWII white 
coverall with large black “fingers.” 
They now wear a new white two-piece 
suit and hood with face mask. 

In the generally brown landscape of 
Afghanistan many Spetsnaz soldiers 
have taken the appearance of regular 
Afghan Army soldiers. Here, Russian 
soldiers often leave off their uniforms 
the large shoulder boards, the famous 
“Pogon,” to replace them with small 
bars (NCOs) or little stars (junior offi¬ 
cers). The Mudjahidin snipers, who give 
priority to shooting Soviets, are less 
able to see a difference between Soviet 
and regular Afghan Army soldiers. 

Additionally, Spetsnaz forces gener¬ 
ally wear the uniforms of the military 
units in which they serve: black uni¬ 
forms for Black Sea naval forces, para¬ 
trooper uniforms in Soviet airborne 
forces, etc. So it will be impossible to 
identify Spetsnaz troops in a gi ven unit 
in which they are serving. •

offered by Shomer-Tec is known as the 
Betalight. These are issued to NATO 
forces for map reading or small close- 
up work in the field. Their dim light 
is always on and will not affect night 
vision. Inside a phosphor coated boro- 
silicate glass capsule, tritium gas reacts 
with the phosphor to produce light. 
They have a service life of over 10 
years with no maintenance required. 
Documentation (two copies) is required 
by police or military personnel to buy 
the Illuminator ($69.95) or the Person¬ 
nel Marker ($24.95) model. The Clear 
Line Marker ($12.95) model is a fairly 
weak light that is available to the 
public. 

For emergency signaling, a parachute 
figure can attract immediate attention. 
We tested a flare donated by Shomer- 
Tbc and were impressed with the bright¬ 
ness and the altitude the flare attained. 
In a desert location were the possi¬ 
bility of fire was low, we waited for 
about 10 minutes after sunset and then 
pulled the ring on the $39.95 flare. 
The rocket shot up 1,000 feet with lit¬ 
tle sound, then made a pop as the 
100,000 candle power flare lit up the 
sky and the ground below with an 
intense pink, magnesium light. After 
thirty seconds it burned out. We weren’t 
able to find the parachute remains 
because of the tremendous height the 
flare achieved when deployed. Friends 
camped two miles away said they saw 
the flare even though we didn’t tell 
them when or where we would set it 
off. 

A tiny flashlight can be a lifesaver 
in emergency situations. New lithium 
batteries are available that can be 
stored for 10 years before going bad. 
Tekna makes the Mono-lith ($13) with 
adjustable focus beam and the tiny 
Splashlite ($9.50). Both are submer¬ 
sible and can burn brightly for four 
hours using lithium batteries. Ideal for 
first-aid kits, survival kits, car glove 
boxes, the home and office. 

Pelican Products, Inc., the maker of 
sturdy plastic cases for guns and cam¬ 
era equipment, has a new flashlight 
available called the Pelilite ($14) which 
features a Space Age xenon high-inten¬ 
sity bulb. It is submersible to 2,000 
feet and is certified safe around explo¬ 
sive environments.

Staff Evaluation 

G RENDEL’s new P-10 semiauto¬ 
matic .380 pistol is intended for 
home protection — especially by indi¬ 
viduals with only limited training in 
firearms — and as a backup weapon 
for law enforcement personnel. 

The P-10 fires in the double action 
mode only, and like a double action 
revolver, it has no external safety. It 
uses an “inertia drop” safety system 
in which the trigger must be pulled 
all the way to the rear before the ham¬ 
mer will strike the firing pin to fire 
off a round. Also like a double action 
revolver, it uses no loose magazines but 
has a high capacity (10 rounds) maga¬ 
zine integrated in the grip. Rounds are 
loaded one at a time through the top 
of the breech by hand or by stripper 
clip with optional speed loader device. 
With 10 rounds in the magazine and 
one in the chamber, the P10 has a 
capacitjr of 11 shots. 

The trigger pull is about 10 pounds, 
providing an additional safety feature. 

The P-10 is small and light for con- 
cealability, measuring less than 5Vfe 
inches long and only about 4 inches 
high (about inches with optional 
grip extension). Weight empty is 15 
ounces. All but 2 ounces of that weight 
is steel, and the P-10 is easily detec¬ 
table by metal detectors. There are

five main components: barrel, slide, 
frame, grip and firing mechanism. 

The 3-inch barrel is turned and 
milled from SAE 4140 ordnance steel 
with a tensile strength of more than 
140,000 pounds per square inch. The 
slide is milled from solid stock La Salle 
Stressproof steel and contains the fir¬ 
ing pin and extractor. The frame is of 
all steel construction and holds the bar¬ 
rel, firing mechanism and forms the 
magazine lips, slide rails and ejector. 
The grip is made of a special hardened 
rubber material that is extremely 
strong. 

The trigger with a lever connects 
via a bar/disconnector to the hammer, 
which is driven by a powerspring to 
strike the firing pin and ignite the 
cartridge primer on firing. Finish,

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except for barrel, is matte black. 

Besides the speed loader tool, op¬ 
tional equipment includes a small grip 
extension which gives the shooter more 
room on the grip, making the pistol 
easier to hold, especially for big-handed 
people. The bottom of the grip is de¬ 
signed to accept Grendel’s optional 
“MMH” target illumination system 
using a Mini Mag-Lite. The light is 
activated by the pinky finger and is 
used in low light situations for il¬ 
luminating targets. There is also an 
optional threaded barrel and muzzle 
brake. 

The pistol comes with a carrying case 
and other types of cases can be pur¬ 
chased as optional equipment Sug¬ 
gested retail for the P-10 is $150. Grip 
extension retail is $6, target illumi¬ 
nation system is $20, speed loader and 
five strippers is $12. 

In field testing the P-10, we did not 
have the speed loader and loaded the 
pistol by hand. With practice, the gun 
can be loaded fairly rapidly but a 
speed loader would obviously make the 
job much easier and faster. The target 
illumination system is easy to install 
or remove. We found it somewhat cum¬ 
bersome to have on the gun but it does 
allow targets to be located in darkness 
using only the gun hand. 

We used Federal American Eagle 
95-grain full metal jacketed ammu¬ 
nition while test firing the gun. Our 
experience has been that .380 caliber 
handguns are generally not very ac¬ 
curate at distances beyond a few yards, 
especially with FMJ ammunition. But 
the P-10 performed well with this 
ammo and, after getting used to the 
long, firm double action trigger pull, 
we achieved respectable accuracy on 
our targets placed 7 yards away. All 
firing was done from a standing posi¬ 
tion without a rest, using two-hand 
and single-hand holds. 

We did experience a few jams with 
the P-10 in the better part of two 
boxes of the Federal ammunition fired 
through it, but these were quickly 
cleared. We attributed the jams to 
improper seating of the rounds in the 
magazine. We were loading them quick¬ 
ly by hand and were failing to make 
sure each round was firmly resting 
against the rear wall of the magazine. 
When this procedure was corrected, we 
stopped experiencing jams. 

On the whole, we think this is a very 

nice little pocket pistol: concealable, 

light, sturdy, reliable and safe. Al¬ 
though some authorities consider the 
.380 auto cartridge a pip-squeak cali¬ 
ber, it can still be an effective round

# Tb make an ointment, mix the pow¬ 
der with an equal amount of purified 
lard or vegetable oil in a glass or cer¬ 
amic container. Heat the mass over a 
low flame, and stir with a wooden 
splint to evenly distribute the ingred¬ 
ients. After 20-30 minutes, set aside to 
cool before applying the ointment. 
Another way is to mix the powder with 
dry clay dust until uniform, and stir 
in hot vegetable oil to form a plaster. 

How They Work — Rarely in nature 
are rocks and minerals collected in a 
chemically pure state, but even with 
impurities their value as a medicine 
must not be underestimated. How they 
work is best explained by investigat¬ 
ing their elementary compositions and 
by studjung their effects upon infections. 

Minerals are the constituents of 
rocks., It takes an aggregation of two 
or more to make a single rock. They 
are basically composed of atoms, mole¬ 
cules and solidified gases attracted and 
bonded together by weak electrical 
charges or electrons. Each mineral type 
is packed densely into a liquid or semi¬ 
solid solution and has distinctive char¬ 
acteristics relative to its environment 
during formation. 

All mineralization occurs deep within 
the earth in the magma zone. Just 
below the earth’s crust, intense heat 
and immense pressure molds the liquid 
minerals into their final shape and 
coupled with infinite time, into their 
solid chemical forms. As magma cools, 
the minerals begin to crystallize at 
different temperature ranges. Some 
attain forms as granular masses, crusts, 
crystals or as fine grains. Others will 
occur as veins or as gigantic rivers in 
massive blocks of rocks. 

When reduced to a powder, the in¬ 
dividual particles of rock or mineral 
are tiny storehouses of potential energy 
lying in a dormant state. Applied as 
medicine, they react with water or 
wound secretions to create heat and 
complex chemical reactions. New com¬ 
pounds are released upon the infec¬ 
ted wound or injury site. In turn, these 
compounds alter the ideal environ¬ 
ment in which infectious invader-germs 
thrive and multiply, to cause a great 
decline in their populations. The in¬ 
jured person’s hard pressed immunity 
system enjoys the respite and soon re- 


bounds to take control of the infection. 

Research has shown many rocks and 
mineral powders to be antiseptic, anti¬ 
bacterial, disinfectant and effective in 
stimulating cellular regeneration es¬ 
sential to the healing of injured, dis¬ 
eased or damaged tissues. Applied to 
infected wounds and injuries, they 
become a primitive sulfa drug, cheap 
and easy to make. Recovery time is 
reduced and many lives can be saved 
with their use. 

Rock medicine can be made in the 
field without elaborate equipment and 
extends the survivalist’s ability to treat 
all kinds of injury. In an emergency, 
a knowledge of rock medicine could 
very well mean the difference between 
life and death. 

ANTIBACTERIALS (for surface 
wounds, infections, cuts, sores) 

1. Hematite (Iron oxide), mineral in 
sedimentary and metamorphic rocks. 
Tubular crystals, fibrous masses, ocher- 
ous or oolitic. Commonly mixed in 
sands and clays. Red to yellow or black 
color. Streak same. Metallic taste. 
Opaque luster. Powder hydrochloric 
acid soluble. Brittle. Hardness 5-6. 

2. Pyrite (Iron sulfide), mineral in 
all kinds of rocks, fossils, and in veins. 
Cubic to granular radiating masses.

2. Sylvite (Potassium chloride), salt 
in halite deposits. Cubic crystals to 
granular masses. White to bluish gray 
or red to yellow color. Steak white. Bit¬ 
ter taste. Waxy luster. Powder water 
soluble. Brittle. Hardness 2. Ecezma. 

3. Niter (Potassium nitrate), chalky 
deposits in limestone caves, bat or bird 
guano, and as surface layer of dry 
lakes. Needle crystals to massive crusts.

ANTI-IRRITANTS (skin infections,

The rifle comes with green web sling, 
bayonet and sheath, three 30-round 
magazines and cleaning kit stored in 
the butt stock (a small disc in the butt 
is pushed to pop out the cleaning kit) 
with a suggested price of $389. 

We test fired the Type 84S with 
more than 100 rounds of Norinco’s 
55-grain full metal jacketed, non-cor¬ 
rosive .223 ammunition and found that 
it worked excellently. 


We experienced no jams or other mal¬ 
functions and the sights, factory zeroed, 
needed no adjustment. We were blow¬ 
ing up bottles and knocking over beer 
and soda cans set up 100 yards away 
while firing the rifle from the shoul¬ 
der without a rest. 

We found the 84S fires loudly. In 
fact, we thought we were firing a .308 
rifle at first and double checked our 
ammunition to make sure it was actu¬

ally .223 caliber. This had no effect on 
function or accuracy, however, and 
recoil is typically moderate for the .223 
caliber of weapon. In rapid fire or slow 
aimed fire this is one fine rifle! 

The Type 84S is a well made, accur¬ 
ate and reliable weapon and is easier 
to handle and sight with for those peo¬ 
ple with longer arms. It is just as com¬ 
fortable to handle for smaller statured 
shooters as well.

New Detonics introduces design im¬ 
provements — mostly external, cos¬ 
metic changes - to the Servicemaster 
later this year. Among the changes 
will be Bo-Mar sights on the slides, 
new “black stainless steel” and nickel- 
teflon finishes for the pistols, and slide 
serrations on the front and back of the 
slide at the same angle as the grip. 

The Servicemaster we received for 
an evaluation was one of the last 575 
of the original design Servicemasters 
— all stainless steel with polished slide 
and satin stainless finish on the other 
parts, checkered walnut grips, match 
trigger with “tuned” pull, Pachmayr- 
coated mainspring housing (which 
cushions recoil), “beavertail” grip safety 
tang and adjustable Millett sights. 

These guns are expensive compared 
with other .45 ACP auto pistols, but 
then you are paying for design im¬ 
provements and the quality construc¬ 
tion that the Detonics pistols are well 
known for. Each pistol is hand assem¬ 
bled and fitted by factory gunsmiths 
who are identified on a tag that comes 
with each gun. 

We test fired the Servicemaster at 
a local public shooting area, firing 
without a rest from a standing posi¬ 
tion at paper targets 7 yards distant. 

Ammunition used was PMC 185- 
grain jacketed hollow points and PMC 
230-grain military ball. 

The Servicemaster is a pleasure to 
shoot, comfortable, with relatively light 
felt recoil and quick sighting with the 
Millett sights (rear square notch adjust¬ 
able for windage and elevation, front 
ramp). It’s a smooth functioning, com¬ 
pact yet powerful package of firepower. 

I at first shot low with the Ser¬ 
vicemaster but after a sight adjust¬ 
ment I was able to consistently make 
hits inside the 8, 10 and X rings. 

Except for one peculiar malfunction 
that occurred three times, the per¬ 
formance of the Servicemaster was 
splendid. The malfunction, which occur¬ 
red twice with rapid fire and once 
with slow aimed fire and always in¬ 
volved the 230-grain military full metal 
jacketed ammunition, was a failure of 
the last round in the magazine to seat 
in the chamber properly. The slide re- 

mained partly opened and there was 

a nick on the back of the cartridge. 
The primer was unmarked. A New De¬ 
tonics spokesman suggested this pro¬ 
blem has to do with the stainless steel 


magazine’s follower not working prop¬ 
erly. In any event, it is a minor mal¬ 
function which can be easily cleared up. 

As I stated earlier, the New Detonics 
Servicemaster is an expensive pistol, 
but if you want the design characteris¬ 
tics listed above and the highest qual¬ 
ity available in a production service 
.45 auto pistol, this is your gun. 

The New Detonics Servicemaster is 
available through your gun dealer. 
Remember, at this writing there are 
only 575 of these pistols left. More 
information is available from New 
Detonics. •

Briefly, once fallout particles settle to 
the bottom of still bodies of water, the 
water at or near the surface of those 
bodies would be safe to drink, provided 
it was not otherwise contaminated, 
(such as with disease-causing micro¬ 
organisms). U.S. Geological Survey 
maps will show locations of mines and 
some caves and tunnels. Contact your 
state authorities also about locations 
of mines and caves.

F LOODED streams and rivers pre¬ 
sent a formidable barrier to wild- 
erness travel, and except for desert 
country there is the likelihood that 
hikers will be confronted with fording. 

The water barrier could be an easily 
crossed mountain rivulet or a torren¬ 
tial river. Only foolish people attempt 
fording without proper forethought; 
however, broken bones and drownings 
occur yearly to hikers, fishermen, and 
boating enthusiasts who misjudge the 
power of moving water. 

The twin ford at converging Granite 
and Canyon Creeks, their green cur¬ 
rents swollen with glacial run-off, for¬ 
midably bar my access to the North 
Cascade Highway. Six days of climbing 


around Crater Mountain have left me 
30 pounds lighter and considerably 
weakened. My exhausted condition 
doesn’t help clear thinking as I stare 
into the swiftly moving depths. It’s 
either trek several miles down stream 
to Ruby Creek Bridge or attempt this 
dubious ford. 

I haven’t any rope so my walking 
staff will have to do. Leaving the waist 
strap loose and shouldering my heavy 
pack, I step into the icy cold rushing 
water. The boulder-strewn bottom is 
slippery, and the increasingly strong 
current rises to thigh depth. It becomes 
difficult to move forward despite my 
staff; suddenly, an especially strong 
surge knocks me over. I barely get a 
chance to surface for breath as the grip¬ 
ping torrent, and my now waterlogged 
pack, drags me under and down stream 
over the rough bottom. I’m totally in 


the tributary’s power, but I somehow 
manage to control rising panic and 
kick my way to the opposite bank. Al¬ 
though the same experience awaits me 
in the other ford, I make it to safety 
unhurt. 

This chastening experience could 
have been avoided by finding one of 
several logs that span these creeks up 
stream; however, I was subject to ex¬ 
treme fatigue, the woodsman s worst 
foe. This was my first real fording 
experience; with the proper knowledge 
I could have avoided what might have 
been my own drowning. Fortunately 
forest service bridges now span the 
Granite-Canyon Creeks ford. 

Never commit yourself to a major 
crossing without considering possible 
consequences and alternatives first. 
Always check the water temperature 
to see if it is too cold. Cold water can 
quickly cause cramps, temporary par¬ 
tial paralysis, and hypothermia. If the 
proposed ford site is cold, rough, and 
very deep, it’s better to try finding 
another means of crossing. 

Try felling smaller trees across nar¬ 
row streams; perhaps there are dead¬ 
falls or log jams which form a natural 
bridge. Be careful if it’s been raining, 
or if the logs’ surface is wet from early 
morning dew and frost conditions. 
Mossy surfaces get very slick and a 
person could take a nasty fall. 

If it’s determined that fording is 
necessary, find a spot where the stream 
course and opposite bank can be clearly 
observed. The ideal ford site is a level 
stretch where the channel is both shal¬ 
low and broken into smaller rivulets. 
Sheer rock walls and heavily timbered 
canyons indicate rapids and deep chan¬ 
nels. Locate a spot where the opposite 
bank facilitates easy access to safe 
travel conditions. 

Wading, swimming, and rafting fur¬ 
nish the primary means to tackle even 
the worst water obstacles. If the creek 
is relatively shallow and not flooded, 
simple wading with a walking staff for 
support will suffice. Sharp rocks, wood 
stubs, and human litter can cause sev¬ 
ere cuts, so remove socks to keep them 
dry and wear boots during the crossing. 

Use the staff on the up-stream side 
for stability, to feel pot holes, and help 
cut the current. Try to cross at an 
angle up stream. Never ford with a 
buckled pack waist strap; it’s very 
difficult to shed a waterlogged burden 
once you fall, and this mistake has 
caused a lot of drownings. 

Deep pools, rapids, waterfalls, and 
rocky places are all bad sites to ford, 
so try to locate spots below them. Cross 
where there is an easily reachable sand 

bar or shallow bank if a fall occurs. 

Keep away from rock outcrops and log 
jams, because it is easy to get hurt or 
sucked under if you’re swept into them.

state this: Moving water can possess 
titanic strength that dwarfs that of 
man. Flood conditions produce muddy 
water, concealing plunging deadheads, 
snagging root wads, and unstable boul¬ 
ders that can be clearly heard rum¬ 
bling along the channel bottom. Whirl¬ 
pools usually occur in canyonous areas 
and can easily suck a swimmer or 
rafter under. I had friends who drowned 
while attempting a raft expedition 
down Oregon’s wild Illinois River gorge 
during winter flooding. Without exper¬ 
ience, rope, or natural bridges, consider 
turning back! 

The subject of rope, a lightweight 
100-foot line, of several times a per¬ 
son’s weight test, is an indispensable 
wilderness tool. Simple raft construc¬ 
tion and shore-to-shore safety lines 
render it possible to tackle major water 
obstacles. Also, backpack contents com¬ 
pose precious gear which a person can 
ill afford to lose to a raging stream; 
waterproof the contents with plastic 
garbage sacks! Don’t attempt a flooded 
ford without first anchoring to a solid 
shore hold. 

The bowline and clove hitch provide 
two simple though reliable knots for 
tying safety lines. Both are extremely 
secure and easily manipulated when 
wet; however, use only a bowline when 
attaching line around yourself. The 
clove hitch will not slip from its anchor 
point, but under pressure the knot 
does constrict. 

If a proposed ford site is narrow a 
weighted line can be tossed and snag¬ 
ged around solid objects on the oppo¬ 
site shore. Coil the line in a spiral 
manner so it uncoils smoothly as the 
weight is hurled. Attach a bowline 
about your waist and use the walking 
staff while crossing, if you fall, pull 
yourself across. 

Safety lines are especially helpful if 
several people with heavy packs are 
involved. One member sheds his load, 
and ideally his clothes, then crosses 
swimming if necessary to secure the 
line on the opposite shore. The team 
now begins ferrying their loads across 
with confidence that they have a good 
handhold even if they lose their foot¬ 
ing. The last man to ford unties the 
anchor point, ties in, and is pulled 
over by his companions. 

If a person can’t swim and fording 
is absolutely necessary, pants can be 
inflated to help buoyancy. Tie the pant 
leg bottoms, close the fly and whip the 
waistband hard over the head into the 
water. Enough air is trapped to help 
keep the body afloat. 


Employ the back, side, or breast 
stroke when swimming in strong cur¬ 
rents because they are less tiring than 
other styles. Paddle with the current 
toward the opposite shore; however, 
don’t swim head first where a head 
injury could happen against a solid 
object. Go down stream on the back, 
feet first, in shallow rapids and stay 
away from converging currents that 
could suck a swimmer under. 

Any variety of floatable items can 
be utilized for buoyancy in slower cur¬ 
rents, but lashing together a raft often 
provides the safest means to negotiate 
large waterways, particularly if several 
people are involved. This ancient me¬ 
thod of transportation is great once the 
raft is constructed, and frequently 
offers a viable alternative to walking 
on shore. It is very time consuming 
work locating the necessary buoyant 
poles, and then trimming and lashing 
them into a float. 

Any wood that floats will do, but I’ve 
always preferred pine and spruce logs 
because of the lighter weight and con¬ 
siderable floatation. Make sure that 
all the poles float before lashing them 
together. Raft building is relatively 
simple with a knife, axe, and some 
rope. I prefer the pressure bar raft 
because the device is simply held toget¬ 
her by rope which lashes cross mem¬ 
bers tightly to notched main timbers. 

Always begin construction either on 
skids or in the water; log rafts are 
extremely heavy! One other important 
point: Make sure the craft is large 
enough to handle the planned load. 

Before launching, climb to a vantage 
point and study the river ahead for 
hazards and favorable currents. Maybe 
the back eddies in a wide bend can 
help pull the raft to the opposite shore. 
Knowing what lies ahead will be just 
as important as competent pole work 
once the raft is launched. 

A tightly constructed float can han¬ 
dle some pretty rough water, but keep 
an alert lookout down stream. The idea 
is to travel with the current without 
getting sucked into the rough ripple 
central to any big rapids. Quick pole 
work will help stave off collision with 
obstacles and aid the raft past back 
eddies and whirlpools. If it looks like 
the river enters a canyonous region 
stop and reconnoiter the course below 
before proceeding. 

Fording is wet, sometimes danger¬ 
ous and hard labor; however, it cer¬ 
tainly adds to a wilderness outing’s 
adventure. The pioneers who explored 
North America perfected the simple 
techniques illustrated in this aiTicle, 
sometimes committing their families’ 
lives and belongings to a major raft 
trip down a formidable river. We sur- 
vivalists can learn from their exper¬ 
ience and learn to handle fording with 
confidence. •
